The originals, being confined in number (printed 


at the public expence upon a very expensive 
scale) and for a professed purpose, could not be 
obtained in the usual mode of publication. This 
induced the present undertaking. It can only 


be said in recommendation, that the greatest 


attention has been paid to every part, either in 
point of figures, or selection for information. 


In addition to the Reports, a very voluminous 


Appendix was attached to each of them, which were 
published as authorities on which the Committee 
founded their representation to parliament. 5

The utility, and even necessity, of such in- 


vestigations being made public, are generally 
admitted, 
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admitted, and must be attended with the most 

beneficial consequences in many points of view: 
engaged as the country at this time is, in an 
expenditure far beyond any precedent, it is a 
gratification to be informed by what means, and 
for what purposes such large sums of mogey 


have been obtained. 


T hat the Executive Government favored the 
opinion, has been proved by the event, in for- 
warding the enquiry, and delegating the power 
necessary to a number of Gentlemen, whose 
abilities and attention can only be done justice 


to by those who make themselves informed with 
the result of THEIR labours. 


'T he various and complicated matters i 
inquiry (imposed upon them as a duty) must 
have been found a difficulty in the extreme, as 
in their endeavours for the public service, they 
Have been under the necessity of pointing out 
several abuses in public institutions, and many 
retrenchments necessary to be made in the public 
expenditure, which could not be prevented, or 
accomplished, without injuring the interests of 


many who now are benefited by their continuance. 


But in the zeal the committee have shewn for 


the public service, their liberality to deserving 
individuals 1s manifest, by recommending them 
to be provided for bY some other means.

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It is a Satisfaction, however, to Vour Committee, here to 
obſerve, that as, both in the original aſcertaining of theſe 
Taxes, the Eaſe and Convenience of the Subject is confulted 
as much as is practicable, conſiſtently with the Public Service, 


ſo the Collection of this Part of the Revenue is conducted, 
upon the Whole, at a Rate conſiderably cheaper than any 


other. This will appear from a particular and elaborate 
Statement, in the Form of Tables“, made by a very intelli- 
gent and experienced Officer of the Public Revenue, as well 


as from other Papers referred to in the Supplement to this 
Report; and this, notwithſtanding it has been thought ne- 
ceflary of late Years, m conſequence of the increaſed Col- 
lection in this Department, to enlarge the Eſtabliſhment, 
and to add to the Number of Officers in ſome Inſtances, 
and to the Salaries received in others. In this Eftimate of 
Charges of Management Your, Committee underſtand to be 
included, not only the ſeveral Rates of Poundage to the 
Collectors, to the Clerks acting under the Commiſſioners of 
Land Tax, and to the Receivers General, but alſo the Ex- 
pences of the Eſtabliſhment upon its preſent extended Plan, 
the Quarterly Bills under the Denomination of Incidents, 
and, in thort, every Specics of Charge which can be fairly 
| brought to account, and applied to this Part of the Revenue. 


The comparatively cheap Rate at which this Part of the 


Public Revenue is managed, may be aſcribed to the Circum- 
Nance of its being ſubject to none of thoſe Intricacies and 


croſs Payments in the Nature of Drawbacks, Allowances, 


or Bounties, which take Place in ſome of the other Branches 

of the Revenue; to its paſſing through ſo few Hands in its 

Way to the Exchequer; to the Nature of the Objects taxed ;

Year of War, ſcarcely exceeds the Whole ot the Expence 
incurred by the Office in that Year, under the ſeveral Heads 
of Eſtabliſhment, Incidents, Stationary, Meſſengers, and 


Contingencies, and that it falls even ſhort of the whole

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Expence, if in it be included the Amount of the Secret 
Service Money expended in that Department within that 
period; conſidering allo that the Fees in Time of Peace 
muſt in each of the Departments fall very ſhort of the 
Expence of their Eſtabliſhments ; and that the Poſt Office 
Allowances and Profits of the Gazette* would, together with | 
the Fees uſually received in the Foreign Office in Time of 
Peace, be as nearly as poſſible adequate to the Third Portion : 
of Fees and Allowances, to which that Office is by the preſent 
Arrangement entitled; they cannot on all theſe Conſiderations | 
forbear to propole, as an Expedient that would ſave much 
unneceſſary Trouble, to appropriate the Whole of the Poſt 
Office Allowances and Profits of the Gazette to the Payment 
of the Eſtabliſhment of the Foreign Office excluſively, and 
to appropriate ſtill farther the Fees received in each Office to 
the Payment of the Expences, of every Deſcription, ariſing 


in that Office in which they are collected excluſively, except 
E ſo far as might regard any Surplus at the End of the Year, 
which may either be carried in Aid of the other Offices, or 
or the Civil Liſt, or remain in the Office itlelf, to make 
good any Deficiencies of the Following Ty” as ae appear 
moſt adviſable.

6. There occurs but one Subject more relative to theſe 


Offices, upon which Your Committee think it neceflary to 
maße at preſent any Obſervation ; and that is the Subject of 
3 the Meſſengers. A conſiderable Improvement has, in the 
Opinion of Your Committee, been made by detaching the 
Meſſengers to be employed by the Secretaries of State from 
the Office of the Lord Chamberlain, and putting them ex- 
dcluſively under the Appointment, Controul, and Payment of 
& thoſe who are to employ them. But fimilar Reaſons to thoſe 
E which induced the Secretaries of State to propoſe that Sepa- 
ration from the Office of Lord Chamberlain, ought, in the 
E | Judgment of Your Committee, to induce them to go ſtill 
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farther, and to attach particularly to each Office ſuch 


Number of theſe Meſſengers as may be neceſlary for their 
ordinary Occaſions ; reſerving, however, a Power to each 
Secretary of State to employ any of thoſe attached to the 
other Offices, upon a Deficiency of their own. 


The Bills*, however, of each, though checked by the 
Office employing them thus occaſionally, ſhould {till continue 


to be paid by the Offices to which they are particularly at- 
tached. Much Perplexity of Account, and much Difficulty 
in Controul ariſe, as Your Committee have Reaſon to think, 
from the Alternation of the Pay and Services of this ven 
. important and uſeful Body of Men. 5 
This Alternation appears to have been originally propoſe 
with a View of equalizing as much as poſſible the Services 
and Emoluments of the Individuals who compole this Corps: 
Ihe Service in the Foreign Department being efteemed more 
lucrative than that of the Home Department. But as it 5 
more lucrative, fo is it moſt important that the Service ſnoull 
be performed by the moſt active, intelligent, and moſt trull- 
worthy of the Body. And Your Committee are therefore of 
Opinion, if it ſhould be deemed expedient to allot a greater 
Number than one Third of the Whole to the Foreign De- 
' partment, that the Two other Secretaries of State ſhouid be 
empowered to fill up ſuch additional Number alternately 
from among thoſe who ſhall have recommended themſelves | 


by their Services in the other Offices, as Rewards for bene 
Activity, Fidelity, and Diligence. 


Perhaps it might be ſtill better that the Admiſſion into the 


Service of the Foreign Office ſhould always be made Matter 
of Promotion from the other Offices, at the alternate Re- 


commendation of the Secretaries of State, and that every 


Meſſenger ſhould have given Proofs of his Diligence; and 
acquired ſome Experience in the Home Service before he 


ſhould be employed in the Foreign. A Return to the 
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Home Service might ſtill be reſerved as a Reſource for thoſe 
whoſe increaſing Age and decreaſing Activity might render 
ſuch a Retreat deſirable; and finally, the Places of Chamber 
Keeper might conſtitute the laſt quiet Reward for faithful 
Service previous to entire Superannuation. 

Vour Committee agree with the Secretaries of state, that 
no Perſons, from their Situation, can be more fit or com- 


petent to judge of the Propriety of the Charges brought 


forward by the Meſſengers, than the Under Secretaries or 
Chief Clerks in the Offices by which they are employed, 


and they think that the Examination and Payment of their | 


Accounts cannot be in better Hands. 


Much Attention appears to have been given by the Chief 
Clerks 1 in each of theſe Departments, to eftablith Regularity 
in this Particular: but Your Committee do not find that 
either of the Offices of the Secretaries of State are in Pol- 
ſeſſion of any official Document or Regulation, ſufficiently 


comprehenſive to ferve as their Guide, in the Controul of 


the Bills which are offered to them for Payment, in all the 


Caſes which may occur. 


The Offices themſelves, as well as the Public, ſeem to be 
much indebted to the Integrity and ſcrupulous Accuracy of 
the Perſons who have ſucceſſively acted as private Agents to 


the Meſſengers, (and who have continued to make out thoſe 
Bills according to ancient eſtabliſhed Prices, furniſhing there- 


by Models and Standards of Controul for the Offices) that 


much Abuſe has not crept in on the Demolition of the 


1 ancient Syſtem of Controul which obtained under the Clerk 
of the Cheque and the Treaſurer of the Great Chamber, 
before Time has been given to perfect and complete the new 


yſtem. The Subject however appears to Your Committee 


to require ſome further official Inveſtigation and Regulation, 
Perhaps, if all Agents and Captains of Packets, and all Foreign 


Miniſters, to whom in the Progreſs of their Journies a Mleſ- 
I ſhould be particularly directed, were inſtructed to 
* 2 turnuth 
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furniſh him with a Certificate on the ſame Sheet of Paper of 
the Time of Arrival and Departure, it might aſſiſt the 
general Object of Controul ; and to aid a general Regulation 
upon the Subject, all the King's Miniſters Abroad might be 
called upon to furniſh the Foreign Office with the actual 
Rates and uſual Modes of travelling in the ſeveral Countries 
in which they refide. But in making any ſuch general Regu 


lation, it would be neceſſary always to keep in View, that as 


the Truſt which is repoſed in them is conſiderable, and thc 


| Duty which they execute 1s e the en ſhould 


he liberal. 


Your Committee cannot quit this Subject without ob: 
85 ſerving, with Regret, that the Situation of Public Affairs 


has prevented the Regulation laid down by the Secretaries of 


State for the Quarterly Payment of theſe Officers from being 


carried into Effect. Before the Abolition of the Office of 
the Treaſurer of the Great Chamber, it is ſtated, that they 
were regularly paid every Fortnight. From the Nature of 
the Charge and their Situation in 1 it is highly expedient 
that Steps ſhould be taken to prevent their being expoſed to 
the Inconveniences which reſult from long Arrears, and for 
1 5 which the Public muſt and ought always to expect finally to 
pay. No Circumſtance contributes more eflentially to Eafc 
of Service, CF. conomy of Expenditure, and Efficacy 
Controul, than the prompt, regular, and en Payment 
of jult Demands.

A Commiſfary of Kenovets alſo attends each Army, where 
the Numbers are of ſufficient Importance, with a proper 
Eftabliſhment, for the Purpoſe of examining and controlling 

Accounts on the Spot, both acting under Inſtructions which 
will be hereafter more particularly derailed. All Monies for 


the Ordinary Services of the Army are obtained by the 


Means of Bills drawn by the Deputy Paymaſter Abroad on 
the Paymaſter General, which Bills are negotiated by the 
Commiſſary General, who is obliged to note the Rate of 
Exchange on the Bill.

Your Committee forbear to trouble the Houſe with any 
Remarks thereon. 
Vour Committee having received from the Treafury a 
Communication of their Letters to Mr. Valentine Jones*, 
feel it their Duty to call the Attention of the Houſe very 
particularly to their Contents, as exhibiting a very full De- 


ſcription of the Difficulties which have occurred in reſtraining 


the Expenditure in the Iflands within reaſonable Bounds, 
and of the continued Exertions of the Executive Govern- 
ment to effect this very deſirable Object. Upon theſe Let- 
ters, which in Fact principally contain Reproofs and Com-

require. | 
Your Committee cannot, howev er, conclude this Subject, 
5 without noticing certain Letters relating to the Subject of Welt 
India Expenditure from Mr. Secretary Dundas to Sir Ralpl: 
Abercromby, concerning the E ſtabliſhment of the Foreign 
Corps deſtined for the Welt India Service; allo reſpecting 
the Black Corps to be raiſed there; and alſo ſuggeſting, that 
the Colonial Troops at Dominica could be victualled at a 
more economical Rate by the Commullary General than by 
the Governor of the Iſland. 
They have alſo thought it their Duty to notice certain 
- Regulations, as belonging to the general Queſtion of Ex- 
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penditure, contained in a Letter from Lord Sydney, dated

Iheſe Inſtructions to the Commillary General differ but 
little from thoſe already laid before the Houſe, and are, as

Your Committee being anxious alſo to pive as full and as 


diſtinct Information on this important Subject, as it is in their 
Power to Procure, have thought it adviſeable to refer to the 
Reports of the Commiſſioners appointed by Act of Parliament 
to examine the Public Accounts of the Kingdom, with a 
View of aſcertaining how tar the ſeveral Principles therein 

recommended 
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185 recommended with reſpect to Army Accounts, and the Office | 
of Paymaſter General, have been acted upon, and whether 
the Regulations adviſed by them have or have not been 
carried into Effect. 
The Commiſſioners, in their Fourth 1 ita, that 
large Balances of the Public Money had, during a long 
Period of Time, remained in the Hands of the Paymaſters ; 
General out of Office, without any adequate Advantage or 
Convenience to the Public, and recommend that theſe Ba- 
lances ſhould be called in; and that there exiſted an improper 
Delay in the Settlement of their Accounts, partly arifing in 
| the Pay Office, where the Accounts were made up, and partly 
in the Office of the Auditors of T_ where 557 are 


finally ſettled. 


In their Fifth Report, they from various and minute En-

vice; and, after ſuggeſting various Forms of Improvement. 
on the Suppoſition that the preſent Syſtem might continue, 


conclude by ſtating, that the whole Evil would be removed, 
by taking away from the Paymaſter General of the Forces 


the Cuſtody of the Public Caſh, and placing it in the Bank 


of England, by which Means (they add) this Treaſury will 


e be converted into an Office of mere Account, and the Pay- | 
* maſter General, inſtead of being the Banker of the Army, 
r will be the Inſtrument only through whom the Army Ser- 


e yices are paid, without having the Power of applying the 


„Public Money to any other Purpoſes whatever.” They 
alſo obſerve, that © the Official Books and Papers are, and 
« ſhould be conſidered as the Property of the Public, and as 
% ſuch. left and depoſited in the Pay Office, for the Uſe and | 


Information of Poſterity.“ 


The Commiſſioners, in their Fifth Report, having inci- 
dentally mentioned the intricate and perplexed Form of the 
Au 
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Army Accounts, in their Ninth enter more fully into that 


Queſtion, as being the Cauſe of great Delay and Difficulty, 


both in the Office which keeps the Accounts, and in that 
which paſſes them. Your Committee feel themſelves under 


the Neceſſity of ſubmitting to the Houſe this Queſtion in 
Detail, being apprehenfive that they could not otherwiſe 


explain, in an intelligible Manner, either the Nature and 
Obje& of the Regulations propoſed by the Commilhonens, or 


thoſe adopted by the Legiſlature, 


The Commiſſioners obſerve, that the Eſtabliſhment, with 


the King's Regulations and Warrants, is the Inſtrument that 


regulates the Pay of the Army; that at the Period of their 
Enquiry, the Pay of a Regiment was divided in the Efta- 
bliſhment into Five Parts: 1ſt. Full Pay of Officers and 
Men, 2d. Allowance to Widows, being "he Pay of Two 
- Men. zd. Do. to the Colonel, being the Pay of One Man, 
and the Off. reckoning of Four. 1 De. to Captains, 
being the Pay of Two Men for recruiting, and which Sum 
was carried to the non- effective Fund. sth. De. to the 
Agent, being the Pay of One Man. Theſe were called 
Warrant Men. The Captains had an Allowance of the Pay 
of a certain Number of Men called Contingent Men, for the 
Purpoſe of repairing the Arms, and for defraying the Pay of 


their Companies. 
In the Pay Office, this Sum, conſtituting the full Pay, 


| &e. of a Regiment, was divided into Six Parts, according to 
the Eſtabliſhment, the King's Warrants and Regulations : 


1. Subſiſtence. 2. Widow's Allowance. 3. Poundage. 


4. Hoſpital (Theſe Two laſt being Deductions from the 


Pay of 15. in the Pound, and one Days Pay for Miſcella- 
' neous Services and Chelſea Hoſpital.) 5. Off-reckonings, 
being the Fund allotted to the Colonel for Cloathing, from 
the Pay of the non- -commiſfioned Officers and Privates. 


-Þ; Clearings, being the Arrears of Officers, and whatever 
may remain due to the Regiment.

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The Commiſfioners, after pointedly remarking. that they 


did not propoſe to alter in any Caſe the Quantum of actual 


Emolument received for Military Service, but that it was 


their Intention, whenever they adviſed the Abolition of any 
Fund, to ſuggeſt the Eſtabliſhment of another, equal in 
Value, and in Form more cohvenient for the Public, re- 
commend the Adoption of this general Principle, viz. tbat 
the Eſtabliſhment ſhould contain the real full Pay of every 


Perſon deſcribed therein, and nothing more : And that Five 


ſeparate Funds, independent of the Eſtabliſhment, ſhould 


be created, viz. 1. Cloathing, 2. Recruiting, 3. Widows, 


4. Chelſea, and 5. Miſcellaneous Services, in lieu of thole 
then exiſting ; to be balanced Annually at the Pay Office, 
as ſoon as poſſible after the Expiration of the Year, ard 
before the Supply for the ſubſequent one was voted, as a 
Guide to the Secretary at War, in forming his Eſtimates. 
They recommended alſo, that the Regimental Paymaſter and 
Burgeon, inſtead of being paid by a Deduction from the 
Siubſiſtence of the Nou-commiſſioned Officers and Privates, 
| ſhould be provided for in ſome more convenient Form, on 
the Eſtabliſnment; that Subſiſtence ſhould be iflued to 
Efffectives only, and according to Muſter: that One Fund 
ſhould be formed for cloathing the whole Army, to be 
managed by the Cloathing Board, and not by the Colonels

In the T enth Report of the Commiſſioners, they adviſe, 
that before any Money is advanced to a Public Accountant, 
an Examination ſhould be made of the Balance then in his 
Hands, and the Iflue regulated accordingly. There are many 
uſeful Obſervations in this Report ; but on Conſideration it 
appears, that moſt of them apply more directly to another 
Branch of Inquiry.

23d, The Extraordinaries of the Army, in general, include 
Proviſions and Forage, Expenſes in the Departments of the 
Quarter Maſters General, Barrack Maſters General, Phyſicians, 

and Inſpectors of General Hoſpitals, Pay and Allowances to extra 


Corps, and to Staff Officers not on the Eſtabliſhment of the Army, 


Engineers Department exceeding. the Services provided for by the 
Board of Ordnance on Eſtimates, and all caſual Claims for extra- 
ordinary Services performed, or Supplies furniſhed. for the OY 


in general. 

The Firſt Head of Army 8 viz. for eſtabliſhed Pay, i 
voted by the Houſe of Commons on Eſtimates formed at the 
War Office.

rity for making Purchaſes or ſatisfying Demands, as to his per- 
forming the Services in the moſt economical Manner.
